HUNDRED LIVES

LOST

IN TREMENDOUS FLOOD

Mexieo City, July 2.—Reports are our-
rent here that 100 persons and upward
with one report claiming even 1,000 have
been drowned in a great flood at Guana-
juato, n mining city, now an important
seat of sctivity among several large
Amerloan and British companles. Wires
were down all day yesterday and the
ronds were impassible.

The late tidinga are that Guanajato
was completely flooded mnd the water
is already invading the higher parts of
the town while there Is fear the “La
ollo” dam may give way, which would
menn a complete and general ruin.

The city is built in & great gorge in
the mountaine and the streets mmble
up mountain sides in picburesque fash.

of the elements.

Water rose in the lower or business
streets, flooding the shops and damaging
thousands of dollar's worth of merchan
dise,

The lower streets were raging torrents
and the water poured in rivers down
the upper streets. Doors were smashed
in by force of the water, and windows
were no protection against the furies
of the flood.

Later advices state that it is known
that over s hundred lives were lost at
Guanajusto, A dispateh to President
Robinson, of the Mexican Central rail-
way, says there are 1.000'dead at Guana
junto.

NOW ASSURED

President Officially Announces
Plenipotentiaries.

Rosen and Muraveif Will Represent
Rusaia, Takahira and Komura, Japan
Rosen on Way to Washington. Jap-
anese Officials Will Reach Here Aug. 1

Oyster Bay, July 2—The president
today authorized the following announ-
coment relative to the peace negotia-
tions between Russia and Japan:

“That the Russian and Japanese gov-
ernments had notifled him that they had
appointed plenipotentinries to meet in
Washington as soon after the first of
August nx possible, The two Russian
plenipotentinries are Ambassador Mur-
aviefl, formerly minister of justice, now
ambassador at Rome, and Ambasador |
Rosen. The Japanese plenipotentiaries
are Baron Komura, minister of foreign
affairs, and Minister Takahira, It is
possible each side will send one or more
additional representatives. The pleni-
potentiaries, both of Russian and Japan
will be intrusted with full power to ne-
gotinte and conclude a treaty of peace.
subject to the ratification by their re.
spective home governments.

The president's announcement practi-
cally concludes the preliminary mego-
tiations for peace.

The minor details yet remain to be
arranged, but the conference seems as-
sured.

Baron Rosen is already en route for
the United States. It is probable that
Muraveilf will start soon for this coun-
try sccompanied by a considerable staff
of secretaries, clerks and interpreters.

An exami-
nation showed that the girl's mouth and
fuce had been badly Burned in adminis-

Not a person was met on the lonely,

winding road and the window shades of
the few seattered farm houses along the
route were drawn,

Rain fall in torrents as the little party
trudged over the muddy road. The trip
to Newbury occupied nearly an hour.

Almost all of the residents of the lit-
tle hamlet were assembled st the sta-
tion awaiting the arrival of the funeral
party and when the wagon with the sec-
retary’s body neared the depot, the
crowd on the platform stood with heads
bared. The wagon was driven to the
rear of the funeral car and several of
the Newbury ecitizens ssaisted the under-
taker and the ooachman in transfer-
ring the casket to the coach,

At the moment that the casket was
placed on board the train, there was a
rift in the clouds and for the first and
only time during the day, the lofty hills
were bathed in sunshine.
